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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer image file entitled Kasumi is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication depicts strongly degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning conduct in a manner likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The publication is a computer image file that deals with matters of sex in terms of s3(l) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The publication is a series of drawings 
depicting sexual activity between one woman and a number of men. Some of the sexual activity 
depicted resembles "hard-core" sexually explicit material, such as participants' positions and sexual 
activity, however the drawings exaggerate the sexual activity to a much stronger degree. Shots of 
multiple penetration, and ejaculation by a number of men over Kasumi's face and body objectify 
Kasumi, and by extension women as a whole, to a high degree. These images reinforce that 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning treatment of women is natural and sexually arousing to a 
male audience. The injury to the public good from such material being widely available is the 
potential desensitisation to and normalisation of such activity. Frequent viewing of this kind of 
material by some people is likely to contribute towards a misogynistic attitudinal shift. 

The publication's classification of objectionable represents the minimum interference with the 
freedom of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. The 
Classification Office is of the view that the classification is demonstrably justified in any free and 
democratic society in terms of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
